A review or the flnancia 1 and po it 
ical history or Kentucky for the 
past twonty-eight years, if honessly 
undertaken, with a full determine 
tion to present the actual facta and 
figures accompanied by results ob- 
tained, will not afford the most 
carping critic an opportunity to show 
either inefficiency or incspacity in 
those charged with governmental 
duties, and wold fully demonstrate 
that Democratic principles, when 
honestly applied in the functions of 
that govermcnt, result in produc 
ing the greatest good to the greatest 
number. 

This period of tweuty-eight years 
is selected because the Republican 
party in its platform declares that, 
when the Democratic party came into 
power in Kentucky, they found the 
state able to piy every debt and have 
millions of surplus left, and in the 
same sentence they state, insubtance 
that this surplus has been squander- 
ed by the Democrats and that the 
atateis now millions of dollars in 
deb*. 

As the Democratic party was not 
responsible for the condition of the 
treasury as it was found to be in 
1867, since the government for the 
four years immediately preceding 
that period could by no possibility 
tie charged to them, we are willing to 
take up the condition of affairs as 
they existed when the Democrat 
obtained control of the state govern- 
ment in 1867, and trace the history 
or the state fairly and intelligently, 
as verified by its public records from 
that date to the present time.

We ask you' patient consideration 
of the figures of the Auditor s re- 
port for 1867. On page 14 of said 
report it appears that while there 
was a baUnce in the treasury on 
Octooer 10, 1867, "not millions of 
dollars," but only *25,857.HI be- 
longing to the Revenue Fund of the 
state, which could, under the law 
aloDe, be used for ordinary expenses 
of the government, there was cn the 
other hand, a deficit of $137,031.92 
(see page 14, Auditor's report. 
1867), and there was also due the 
Sinking Fund from the Revenue 
fund (see page 499 same report) the 
sum of $381,239.56, which had been 
borrowed from the Sinking Fund to 
meet the ordinary expenses of the 
state government, previously ex- 
tracted, and also the sum of 128,- 
465,28 due on sundry accounts (see 
page 56 same report), all of which 
constituted an actual deficit in the 
Revenue Fund of $546,737.76. 

There was la the treasury to the 
credit of the Sinking Fund, on Octo 
her 10, 1867, the sum of $1,438, 
493,36. In addition the Revenue 
Fund, or department, owed to the 
8iuking Fund, as has just been sta 
ted, $381,239.56. The commission 
«rs of the Sinking Fund also had on 
deposit in the Farmers Rank $18,- 
026,81. There was due from the 
Revenue Fund on October 10,1867, 
$81 289 98, which could not bo paid 
because there were no fonds avail 
able for that purpose. The state 
also owned stock in banks and rail- 
roads amounting to $1,272,819.60, 
•btotock in International Improve 
ments, ' the preseut value of wbicb 
is uncertain" (see language or report), 
•mounting in the aggregate to $4, 
830.475.00, These constituted tbe 
entire assets or the state, except the 
$25,000 In the treasury, and belong 
ing wholly to the Sinking Fund (see 
page 499, Auditor's report, 1867). 

In order to understand these state 
ments it may be necesssry to state 
that this Sinking Fund was created 
to provide means f> pay off ths bond 
*d debt of tbe state previously creat- 



ed, and could not lawfully be used 
for auv other purpose whatever (see 
section 34, article II, Third Consti- 
tutiou of Kentucky). 

The total bonded debt of the state 
on October 10 1867, was $4,611,- 
199 46. Of available n«ets to meet 
this debt thorn were in the tieasury, 
belonging to tho Sinking Fund. 11,- 
43S.493.36; in railroad and bank 
stocks, $1,272,818 50 and in bank, 
$18,026.81, making a total of $2, 
729,339.67. The loan to the Reve 
nue Department of $381,239.56, and 
the $81,289.93 due from the Reve- 
nue Funds, snd not 
were net available, because there was 
only the sum of twenty-five thous 
and and odd dollars in the treasury, 
in the general Revenue Fund, and 
these latter sums could not be had 
until collected and saved from the 
excess of future receipts over future 
disbursements of the Revenue Funds 
alone. 

The slock in Internal Improve 
ments held by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, was not available for 
the purpose, as will hereafter be 
shown. To meet the bonded debt or 
$4,611,199.46 there was only availa- 
tbercfore, the sum of $2,729,339.67 
which, when so applied, left a debt 



it $1,881,859.79 to tie provided for 
in the future. Allowing as a credit 
the actual value or the stock in In 
tcrnal Improvements or $500,000.00 
and the indebtedness of the Revenue 
Fund to tbe Sinking Fund of $462,- 
529,54, makiog a total of $962,- 
529.54 to be deducted from tbe re- 
mainder of $1,881,859.79, the actual 
debt of the state would be $919,- 
330.25. 

As however the state still owns 
these Internal Improvement stocks, 
except as hereinafter noted, and as 
the bonded debt includes the total of 
$4,611,199.45 the state and county 
school bonds, amounting to $1,632,- 
297.40, G which by their terms and 
by constitutional provisions irre- 
deemable, the correct comparison of 
credits and debits, in order to deter- 
mine the precise financial condition, 
ia o exclude these items. 

Tbe bonded debt of the state oth- 
er than the elate and connty school 
bonds amounted on October 10, 
1867, to $2,987,891.98, and the to- 
tal available assets, if the bank and 
and railroad slock could have been 
sold for the amount f at which they 
in the assets of the 
Sinking lunu*; were only $2,729,- 
339.61, leaving a balance unpaid of 
$249,652,38, to which must be add- 
ed to the actual deficit in the Reve- 
nue Fund on Octeber 10, 1867, of 
$546,737.76 (ste page 56, Auditor's 
report, 1867), making a total indebt- 
edness of tbe state at that date 
$796,290.14. 

These are plain facts taken from 
tbe public records and stamp the 
statement contained iu Ihe Republi 
can platform as a flagrant attempt to 
deceive the public by false and de 
liberate misrepresentations. 

The stock in Internal Improve 
ments consisted of $2,528,110.97 in 
turnpike roads. $901,932.70 stock 
in Kentucky River, $859,126 79 
Green and Barren^ River Improve- 
ments, $372,520.70 Licking River, 
and $168,783.83 in the OwiDgsville 
and Rig Sitndy Dirt Road. 

Tbe stock in tbe River Improve 
mcnte had no value, and the works 
were carried en at a constant and in 
creasing loss, amounting in 1867 to 
more than $75,000 (see Board of In 
ternal Improyem enta' report, vol. II 
Pub. Docs. 1867.) 

All theso River Improvements 
have been ceded to the general gov 
eminent, and the latter has expend 
ed on Kentucky river I lone one and a 
half million or dollars, in repairing, 
and maintaining tbe system ; and de- 
rives no revenue iberefrom, no tolls 
being taken. 

The Owlngsville and Big Sandy 
Dirt Road is still on hand, and prob 
ably in no better condition than 
when U't}<M turned over to the Oem- 
crstic party with the other flctltioui 
millions or surplus left by their pre 
decessors in 1867. 

Tbe stocks bald in tbe River 1m 
provements, as well as tbe turnpike 
stocks, were not permanent invest- 
ments made by the state, but wen 
merely cash subscriptions to tbe var 
ious enterprises, under the system or 
Internal Improvements, adopted in 
or about tbe year 1834, to promote 
the development of all portions or 



ue r,f (500,000 estimated upon a dvi 
ulend paying basis, since they pro- 
duce an annual revenue, equal to 
about five per cent on that snm ; and 
it may not be a comforting ract to 
our critics, but it is nevertheless 
true, that the remainder or these 
stocks now yields more net revenue 
to the state than the whole $4,830,- 
000 aid in 1867. It must be borne 
in mind that these stocks can not be 
sold or otherwise disposed or with- 
out express legislative sanction, the 
power and duty or the Commission 
ers of tbe sinking fund extending 
only to their control 

That these Iutcrnal Improvements 
are not more valuable than they are 
can hardly be attributed by men of 
ntelligencc to tbe conduct of. state 
affairs by the Democratic party. 

Modern modes of transportation, 
often by parallel lines, have render- 
ed them comparatively worthless: but 
they have served their purpose in 
the development of the state, and are 
still important to the localities for 
neighborhood travel. It might as 
well be said that the Republican par- 
ty should be held responsible for the 
disuse and consequent failure of the 
White Water canal in Ohio, because 
its banks have been lined with roal- 
road tracks, as to bold the Demo- 
cratic party in Kentucky responsible 
for tbe decline in the vsluc of the 
stocks in river, turnpike and dirt 
roads, now that we have more than 
three thousand miles or railroads 
traversing our state.

During this long period of time 
there has been but one defalcation 
by a state official. The aggregate 
of his misappropriation of tbe pub- 
lic moneys was $247,128,50. But 
there has been recovered and paid 
into the treasury on account of said 
defalcation $118,948.91, leaviug un- 
accounted for at the present time 
$128,179.59, some jiortion of which 
is still the subject of litigation and 
may yet be collected. But if we as- 
sume that nothing more can or will 
be collected, the total loss to the 
state will be leas than one sixth of 
one per cent of tbe gross sum 
ceived and disbursed. Such a result 
bears favorable comparison with th 
business management or any other 
state government, and i» in striking 
contrast to the fraudulent maladmin 
istration of public affairs by Repub 
lican officials in the Southern states 
during the period of Republican rule, 
snd to the conduct of some # of the 
Republican pension officers, collect- 
ors of Internal Revenue and United 
8tates marshals who have held office 
in Kentucky.

For a room ten feet 
suiiare use three pounds' of sulphur, 
moisted with alcohol, in an iron pan, 
placed in a tub containing a few inch- 
es ol water, to avoid danger from fire. 
When certain the mlphnr is burninir 
well, leave the room, clow tho door 
mid allow the room id remain tightly 
cU>sed for ten or twelve hours. 
Afterwards the room should be 
thoroughly ventilated for several 
hours, aud then the floor, and ledges 
over windors and doors, and olher c 
places likely to retain dust, should be 
washed with the chloride solution anW 
I 'it n with soap and !mt water. Tie 
house and premises generally should be 
put in the cleanest and best condition 
possible. 

To be effectual the precautions heie 
suggested should be rigidly observed. 
Imperfect isolation and disinfection 
are worse than useless, giving rise only 
to a false sense of security. 

County and other boards of health 
hove full authority under our laws to 
enforce these rules, and will fall short 
of their duty if they fail to do so.

The State Bacteriologist, L>r. J. E. 
Cashin, at the City Hospital, Louis- 
villp, will make prompt examination 
and report if any suspected material is 
sent to hin, thus setting at rest any 
loubts as to diagnosis. Upon appli- 
cation he will send mailing cases, con- 
taining sterilized tubes and mops, for 
collecting ami transmitting cultures 
from any suspected case. This worK 
will be done without charge for any 
health officer or physician in the State. 
The Board recommends the use of 
antitoxin in every case as soou as it is 
seen, without waiting for the result of 
the bacteriological examination. 

At the tame time the health offiotl 
of ihe town or country should be no- 
tified and he should cooperate with 
tho physician aud family to keep the 
disease from spreading, A bluo flag, 
or a card, with diphtheria on it, in 
large, plain letters, should be p'ace in 
a conspicuous p sitiou on the house. 
No child or person having the care of 
children should be permitted to enter 
the house.

The. Colored Teacher*. 

The colored teachers' institute of 
this county, which was convened Oct. 
10, was very successful. Our efficient 
aiprentenelent, Mies Mina Wheeler, 
was present during the whole time, 
and as usual showed herself to lie deep- 
ly interested iu the welfare of the 
colored schools. 

The woik of the teachers showed 
great improvement since last year. 
White's school management has con- 
siderable elevated the professional 
standard of the teachers in this 
county. Seven teachers enrolled, 
which were all there are iu this 
county. 

The leading sentiment of the insti- 
tute upon the principal subjects die 
cussed wasi as follows: Our difficulty 
is not in governing, but in finding 
the way to govern the ba.l children. 
There is a way to govern the worst 
child in existence without corporal 
punishnieut, but nhen we fail to find 
that way , it is better to govern by the 
aid of the r^d than to not govern at 
all. 

We do not teach enough mental 
arithmetic, and in written arithmetic, 
we hurry the pupils through the books 
too rapidly. Children should not be 
allowed to read without understanding 
what they rend. Tupils ehould to 
be promoted from first grade until 
the first reader is thoroughly master- 
ed. 

It would be better to not use the 
ling book b.dow the fourth grade, 
even then it might be profitably 
nsed with, provided that spelling 
udiciously taught from other 
sources. We should teach less gram- 
mar and more language and cmpc- 
Union. 

In penmanship »e do not teach 
enough movement. Pupils should be 
carefully drilleel iu movement alone, 
a long time bef .re taking up ihc cq>y 
book There should lw no OfOM 
grading. More altenliou should le 
given to phonic spelling and diacii ic- 
al marking. 

Teachers should be employed b - 
cause of their ability and fitness to 
teach, and ra >: on aevou. it of kindred, 
socftel i if olhw p'T-onal rela<i"iis 
exiting b*t>ecu them and the 
trus'teas.
